DISCUSSION TOPICS (BRIEF): Type of materials under the existing vinyl siding,
architectural style, precedent

Vinvl siding was approved at this location as a
means of protecting the (likelv) original siding underneath, providing a future
opportunity to examine it for future study at a later date.
